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2. The amendment to claim 1 now includes the specific ali cyclic groups as defined for X 
seen above. These groups are seen as non-acid labile and do not have hydroxyl or other 
hydrophilic groups The prior art reference to NISHI et al disclose acid labile alicyclic groups, 
while the SATO et al disclose groups having hydroxyl groups attached to the polyalicyclic 
groups in the terpolymer. 

3. Accordingly, claims 1-4, 6- 8 are seen as allowable and passed to issue.
